VISCOUNT MYLNER'S SPEECH. 


Viscount Milner, Secretary -of* State 
‘for War, speaking at the “anniversary: 
gathering of the Y.MLC.A., at the head. 
‘quarters, ‘Tottenham-court-raud, said that 
the work of the association, like that of 
the Red Cross, was among the important 
links which bound toguther the nation 
in the field and the nation athame We 
never could have out of our thoughts the 
men in the field, and’ we must all bp 
grateful for any agency which enabled 
us to give practical effect to the constant, 
vivid syiupathy which we felt with them 
in the titanic struggle they were cirrying 
on with such wonderful courago,. cheer- 
fulness, and endurance. (Cheers) Times 
Of stress ligt the present had their’ great 
compensations, [t was un upliftin 
‘thought that. in: this, the ‘fercesp tria 
through which’ our country had ever pass. 
ed, we were more united nation than 
we had ever been in. living memory,
